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CULTURE OF RUBBER TREES 
Several South Florida newspapers 
have said that representatives of Henry | 
Ford and Harvey S. Firestone have 
been in the Everglades. investigating | 
the practicability of establishing a rub- 
ber industry. The Everglades News 
wishes it could confirm the reports. It 
has sought corroboration but it cannot. 

. Mr. Ford is known to have an. intgrest 

in the Goodno ranch on Caloosahatchce 
river and several persons have sought 
to get in communication with him 
about the property but so far as can 
be learned all such efforts have “been 
blocked by Mr. Ford's staff, Mr, Fire- 
Stone is conducting a campaign with 
the slogan "America should  producé 
its own:rubber" and maintains an office 
in the Munsey building in Washing- 
ton with Mark L. Felber in charge. 

Acknowledging receipt of a copy of 
The Everglades News which contained 
an article on the possibilities of rob- 
ber culture in the Everglades, Mr 
Felber wrote a letter of thanks fast 
April but there has been no further 
communication on, the subject. If 
either Mr. Ford or Mr. Firestone 
actually has had representatives in the 
Everglades it js a good story and more 
should be known and printed” about it 

Tf rubber trees can be grown in the 
sawgrass sections of the Everglades 
and the raw material for nianufactured 
rubber products can be obtained from 
such trees, that is important. The 
more important thipg is that rubber 
tree$ actually are sprouting in the saw» 
grass soil and that this indicates that 
the soil has become or is rapidly ' be- 
coming suitable for vegetables, sugar 
cane, forage grasses and other crops. 
‘THese crops will produce far more 
value, in thẹ long.run, we judge, than 
will rubber-trees,

Some of its regions and aspects bet- 
fér than any one on East Beach, and 
by the way, he has faith in the ` saw- 
grass land—all of the old-timers have. 
afd that makes a strong bond of sym- 
pathy between us, even if there were 
not other bonds, 

Mr. Barrett was born in Australia. 
I did not ask him how he kot to South 
Africa but it was from South Africa 
that he sailed on a ship bound for 
Liverpool and which put in at Phila- 
delphia. Jack and some other boys 
went ashore 4t Philadelphia; the boat, 
scheduled to sail in the morning, left 
during the night and Jack and his com- 
panions left on shore. The 

British’ consul arranged for their pass- 
age on an Irish boat, but the Irish boat 
had to go' down to Jacksonville to take 
on freight. By the time the bodt got 
to Jacksonville Jack had' formed such 
a good opinion of the United States 
that he decided to stay here, so he 
left the boat at^Jacksonville and went 
down the coast to West Palm Beach, 
where he went to work with a crew 
É. P, Maule, the Ojus rock man, was 
rugning on a road contract. Then -he. 
went on à job as ax-man with a sur- 
veying party working for the Palm 
Beach Farms. Company, for which

Arbre appears. to be Grover Cleveland 
Granford, which hints that his parents 
were Democrats, Cleve and Jake were 
in a group on the Glades hotel porch. 
* "The natural cover crop in this coun- 
try is moonvines,” Cleve replied. 

To anyone who has seeñ moonvines 
covering custard apple trees and every- 
“thing else—and all have seen it—this 
sounds like a good answer. 

Jake Cone handled a bean crop and 
then ‘another bean crop and a tomato 
crop on a little piece of land east of 
the pool hall this season*in a way that 
shows that he is giving thought to 
proper methods of farming. He ex- 
plained to Cleve that he didn't. want 
cowpeas. 

“Velvet beans is a good cover crop, 


this plant has smooth roots—none 
nodes ihat'cowpeas have, and 
Soy beans are good,” Cleve explained. 
He went of: “But moonvines ought to 
be good and maybe the best because it 
is the nautral crop if there was any 
‘way to get them started on the particu- 
lar piece of land you wanted. them on."

PIONEER DAYS ARE RECALLED 


Dudley Geddes in Fort Myers Press 


During a recent visit by Captain J. 
Fred Menge to the scenes of the carly 
"activities of the men who first work- 
at upon the idea of drainnig the Ever- 
gades, the.captain came upon the re- 
mains of what had once been the wo 
~whta was left of the famous steam-type 
der of this sectión of the state. It was 
what was leit of the engine and boiler 
enge steam-type end- 
ct dredge, the first ma- 

chine of its kind. to be used in Florida. 

The sight of the bits of twisted iron 
and steel brought back to Captain 
Menge vivid memories of the (days of 
fL when the present junk pile form- 
«d its proper part of the famous muck 
dredge of which he was master and his 
brother Joseph the inventor. 

Leo county, and the entire southern 
part of Florida, in those days was a 
wilderness, a vertible hunter's and fish- 
erman's paradise. Fort Myers was 
made up of a straggling group of 
houses along stray cowpaths nestling 
on the banks of the beautiful Caloosa- 
hatchee river, To the south was wil- 
derness—nothing but wilderness filled 
with game of all descritions and peopl- 
ed largely of Indians. The site of 
Moore Haven’ was a bog of water and 
muck which a man could wade water 
through” which a man conld wade waist 
deep. 

) Thousands of acres of land were 

flooded by the overflow of the lake 
» this vast'réservoir flowed the waters of- 

Fish Eating Creek, Kissimmee River, 
' Cow Creek, Mosquito Creek and num- 
crous other smaler streams. The con- 
stant overflow from Lake Okeechobee 
onto the rich lands to the south ` has 
formed that vast section known as the 
Everglades. 

With'a vision ahead of his time, 
Hamilton Diston, Philadelphia  stcel 
manufacturer organized the’ Hamilton 
purpose of drafjaing the rick Everglade- 
lands aid wfli€ing ad developing 
them. That was in 1881. ‘Four million 
acres. of swamp land wefe purchased 
at 25 cents an acre. ` Preparations were. 
made to push work forward as fast as 

le The famous Menge Dredge 

structed at Cedar Keys and 

led under her.own steam to Fort 

yers and up the Caloosahatchee. To 

th esejtlers. of the district this powerfui 

ditch digging machine was one, of the 
wonders of the age. 

Actual work on the 3-mile canal, the 
first oné constructed was begun in. 1882 
about one: mile above -Fořt Thompson 
in Lake Flirt. Labor was easy to get. 
Many natives were, employed. Thirty 
dollars a thonth-with meals and lodging 
were paid laborer and the engineers 
tn the job received $100 a month and 
meals and lodging. Col. H. A. Kream- 
er, who later became interested in ‘the 
development of Pine.Island, was the 
chief engineer, while"Capt. Menge was 
superintertdent in charge.

the eyil spirits which believed 
possessed them, 

The first canal dug was 6 fect deep 
and 23 feet wide. It was later dou- 
bled back upon and made 46 feet wide 
After the first year, during which um- 
forseen obstacles were constantly i 
terfering with the work, the associates 
of Hamilton Diston withdrew their 
support. With his belief in the vast 
project unshaken Diston carried on 
the work himself for 8 years, antit he 
could no longer stand the financiar 
drain upon his resources. Daring this 
period, the canal, calfed the 
9-mile canal constructed: from 
Lake Hicpochee to Lake Okeechobee, 
and later the 13-mile or Miami canal. 
+ How the Philkdelphian was forced 
at last to relinquish his dream of cre- 
ating a tropical paradise out of ‘the 
wetlands of south Florida and how the 
work was taken up where he left off, 
by the internal improvement board, is. 
interesting ‘history with which every- 
one is more or less familiar. 

As thé French first conceived the 
idea of the Panama canal, can cleam 
some credit for its present greatness, 
so will Hamilton Diston receive in duc 
time, with the fimal completion of the 
work he started, proper recognition for 
his far-seeing vision, and firm belief 
in South Florida's future. His faith 
never faltered although his own efforts 
were not crowned with the success he 
hoped for. 

To the initial efforts of,Diston and 
his associates of which Col. Kreamer 
and the three Menge brothers, Joseph, 
Fred and Conrad, were prominent 
Florida and especially South Florida 
owe much for they did a good job in 
the face of many great obstacles, of 
what is extremely hard fo do în any 
momentous undertaking—they started 
it.

We certainly 
enjoy this paper; it contains just ex- 
actly the news we want, It is some- 
thing we have hoped for for a long 
time, 

Was pleased with your editorial as to 
the needs of the Everglades. Person- 
ally I would boil it down a little far- 
ther. What you need is roads, hard 
surface roads and railroads. Once 
these are in, the people will come rap- 
idly, the people will build schools and 
do all of these other things which arc 
needed, but without roads you will re- 
main at a stand still. 

I visited the Everglades first in 
January, 1910, going up the Caloosa- 
hatchee river; visited the Glades again 
in 1912; again in July, 1915 and again 
in March, 1922. Have never lost faith 
in the Glades, but until now have nev- 
er deemed it safe to go down. I bought 

f land in 1910 and have been glad 
to pay taxes ever since. The more the 
taxes the better I liked it for I knew 
this indicated something being donc. 

Our mutual friend, Sam Copper at 
Okeclanta, told me once that the orig- 
inal purchasers of Everglade land were 
“tin horn gamblers.” Possibly he was 
right for they were taking a long 
chance, and perhaps a great many of 
them have become permanently dis- 
couraged, but I think most of the carly 
settlers went down there without 
knowing much of the true conditiofs, 
or they never would have gone. 

They were an important clement in 
the development of the Glades, but it 
has-been rather hard on the dog, that 
is why most of the early settlers have 
moved away. - These carly ' settlers 
would all have stayed ani prospered 
had there. been roads, The | settlers 
coming in now wilr benefit” By the 
sacrifices made by these early settlers 
and if your roads are'actually com- 
pleted, they will all stay, do well, and 
be the cause of more timid investors 
making" investments. 

Outside of the roads' perhaps the 
next best thing toward getting the peo- 
ple to come to the Everglades is your 
paper, which I trust you will, be able-to 
continue in this good work.
